ROAD PROGRAM FOR YEAR 

Following conferences with the 
various road engineers of the Provin¬ 
cial Government, Hon. Alex Ross, 
minister of public works has announc¬ 
ed plans for road building under the 
new Highways Act for the coming 
summer. The new organization will 
involve several important changes. 

The services of forty road foremen 
who were doing duty under the old 
system, will be dispensed with entire¬ 
ly. The roadwork will be under the 
supervision of practical road engin¬ 
eers, well qualified for the work. The 
system of road foreman will disap¬ 
pear. This will afford a very large 
saving in administration since the 
work of the' road foremen in the past 
simply duplicated the work of the 
foremen engaged by the municipal¬ 
ities themselves. The money thus 
saved will be utilized on roadwork 
generally. The province is to be 
divided into ten districts with a road 
engineer resident and in charge of 
each district.

WOMEN’S INSTITUTE 

Mrs. Nellie MeClung Discusses the* 
New Legislature 

Mrs. Nellie MeClung went from 
Vulcan to Calgary on Thursday morn¬ 
ing last to attend a luncheon given in 
her honor by the Calgary branch of 
the Women’s Institute, and her deliv¬ 
erance on the subject of new legisla¬ 
tion by the Alberts government af¬ 
fecting the organization will be of 
general interest. 

“T do not believe that amendments 
passed at the last session of the legis¬ 
lature will impair or hinder the work 
of the Women’s Institutes. It is true 
that the grant to the convention oi 
$6,000 a year has been withdrawn, but 
I believe that you will understand that 
the government is simply besieged 
with calls for money, and we are not 
therefore in u position to blame them 
when they attempt- any retrench¬ 
ments.” s 

Mrs. N. MeClung stated that al¬ 
though the government had with¬ 
drawn the grant to the convention, it 
had voted $60,000 for dried out areas 
of the province, and that this money, 
though not distributed thi&urgh the 
channels of the institute, would be 
used for the betterment of the com¬ 
munity and women and children to a 
large extent would get the benefit of 
it. 

“Although the women’s institutes 
cost the government $20,000 last 
year,” said Mrs. MeClung, “they earn¬ 
ed $100,00 for this province and spent 
I it in'social betterment. Every woman 
in Alberta should belong to the 
Women’s Institute, and then to as 
many other organizations as she has 
time for.’’ 

Mrs. MeClung declared that she 
had fought the amendments to the 
Women’s Institute act, and would fight 
them again it they came up in the 
house, but she did not believe that 
they would seriously impair the effi¬ 
ciency of the organization. No one, 
she stated, should begrudge the exten¬ 
sion of the helpful services of the ex¬ 
tension department of the government 
to any organization. 

“The Women’s Institutes are the 
most profitable investment that the 
province makes, for they are organ¬ 
izations that every woman in the pro¬ 
vince, regardless of class or creed, can 
belong to. They are the greatest na¬ 
tion and empire builders that we have 
today."

Organization is now practically 
completed by the agricultural depart¬ 
ment for the most aggressive war 
ever carried on against the grasshop¬ 
per pest. Z. Mcllmoyle, assistant de¬ 
puty minister, will bo in charge of the 
organization. Thirty districts have 
been organized covering the province 
all the way north as far as Camrose. 
These 30 districts include approxi¬ 
mately 300 municipal districts and un¬ 
organized units. An agent of the de¬ 
partment will be placed in charge of 
each of the 30 districts. These agents 
will have complete charge of the or¬ 
ganization in each district, and also 
the administration of the new Pest 
Act, in seeing that every one takes the 
necessary steps toward the destruc¬ 
tion of the pest. The municipalities 
will install their own poison bait mix¬ 
ing machines, and the department will 
co-operate with them in any way pos¬ 
sible. In the unorganized territories 
the agents will install the mixing 
machines in the most convenient loca¬ 
tions. Supplies for poison bait will be 
furnished from the centers at Calgary, 
Lethbridge, Munson and Edmonton. 
It is the intention also to hold as 
many meetings of farmers as possible 
to impress upon them the importance 
of grasshopper control. 

E. H. Strickland, Professor of ento¬ 
mology in the Alberta University, 
who is in charge of the technical end 
of the campaign for the department, 
has been receiving numerous reports 
of the finding of grasshoppers and he 
has received some samples of these. 
He states that there should be no 
alarm about these, however, since they 
are not the dreaded roadfide grass¬ 
hopper. Many of the samples sent in 
are in the young stages of the larger 
Caroling grasshopper that has black 
wings with yellow borders and which 
la frequently found in considerable 
numb< rs flying over roads during the 
late summer. While these grasshop¬ 
pers are general feeders they have 
neve/ been found particularly destruc¬ 
tive to crops in Alberta. By far the 
larger number of samples sent in have 
been of a small blackish species which 
is, at first glance very similar to the 
dreaded roadside grasshopper. These 
are young stages of a grasshopper 
that has no common name. Fortun¬ 
ately these prefer to feed on sage and 
other weeds in preference to grain 
crops and they are never found in 


grasshoppers, no larger than mos¬ 
quitos, the farmer who is wise will 
make a tour of all his fence rows, his 
pastures, old straw piles and the mar¬ 
gins of slough water in or near his 
farm. He must make this egg tour 
pn foot, for it is only by disturbing 
the grasshoppers as he walks through 
the grass that he will be able to estim¬ 
ate their numbers. Where they are 
numerous they will spring from 
around his feet like water splashing 
from a puddle. In this case there 
must be no delay; estimate the num¬ 
ber of acres that are infected half of 
mile of sod a rod wide is an acre—and 
obtain sufficient bait to scatter 25 lbs. 
of it on every badly infested acre. A 
week’s delay may mean that the 
grasshoppers will have scattered over 
twice as many acres. They would

Destruction of Our Forests by Fire Would Incur a Terrible 
Loss to the Country. Air Patrol Great Factor 
In Keeping Down Fires* 


- The terrible devastation and waste 
caused by forest fires throughout 
Canada must be generally understood 
and realized by everyone both from 
personal observation and reading, and 
the consequent absolute necessity for 
every possible measure being adopted 
to prevent the destruction of the tim¬ 
ber wealth which still remains is gen¬ 
erally recognized. In considering the 
question of forest preservation, how¬ 
ever, there is a feature other than the 
actual saving of the timber, which is 
not so generally understood and ^net- 
more especially in relation tojuur own 
forests along the eastern slopes of the 
mountains and to the farmers of 
southern Alberta, is of vastly great 
importance. We refer to the inevit¬ 
able effect of the destruction of these 
forests firstly on our climatic condi¬ 
tions and rainfall and secondly on the 
springs, streams and rixers on which 
the farmers on the prairies are so 
vitally dependent not only for pur¬ 
poses of irrigation but also for ordin¬ 
ary domestic and farm purposes. 

That the extensive destruction of 
forests does seriously affect rain fall 
is established beyond doubt. # What 
we require for successful grain grow¬ 
ing is the rain fall which comes in 
May and June. Science informs us 
that rain is caused by the chilling of 
the moisture ladened

ers is impossible. Aerial patrol of 
forests has been adopted generally 
throughout Canada and other coun¬ 
tries and is conceded to be the onlw' 
really effectual method of protection. 
The necessity for such a method in 
our Forest Reserves is accentuat'd by 
their mountainous nature niakfng any 
other system of observation unprac¬ 
tical and by our climatic conditions— 
our long periods of extremely dry 
weatfier making continuous daily ob¬ 
servation necessary. Actual reports 
from the several aerial patrol stations 
in Canada show that only in southern 
Alberta is an almost continuous patrol 
necessary throughout the summer. 

That aerial patrol is effective has 
been demonstrated by • results during' 
the past two years. In 1920 the ser¬ 
vice was started at Morley and for 
two months the Bow River Forest 
Reserves was patrolled as far north 
as Clear Water River. About 5000 
square miles were observed daily and 
the average distance of flight each 
day was about 300 miles. During that 
season no fires broke out within the 
Reserve though several were observed 
by the planes outside of the Reserve 
and reported and several fires occur¬ 
red in the Crows Nest Reserve which 
was not patrolled that year. 

The forest patrol of 1921 was con¬ 
ducted from High River and both the 
Bow River and the Crows Nest Re¬ 
serves were patrolled daily except 
when weather conditions made flight 
impossible or unnecessary, but owing 
to the dry weather prevailing prac - 1 
tically continuous observation was ne¬ 
cessary in that year. Approximately 
25,000 square miles were observed 
each day and the average daily flight 
was about 600 miles.

Our spring rains, when we get them, 
are produced by the condensation of 
the moisture in the air caused by its 
being blown against the snows of the 
mountains by east and north winds 
and as these winds continue to prevail 
the chilled area gradually extends to 
the eastward. 


The snow f preserved 
from rapid melting by our forests is 
our condenser. Destroy the forests 
and the snows vanish in April; the 
condenser is gone and our rains cease. 

Another fact which must be ap¬ 
parent to all is that the eastern slopes 
of the mountains covered by our 
forest reserves, form the water shed 
which is the source of supply of all 
streams and rivers. The 


our springs, 
steady and continuous flow of these 
necessitates the reserving and gradual 
releasing of the waters produced in 
this vast water shed area. It is the 
forests which make of these moun¬ 
tains and valleys the necessary re¬ 
servoir. Again we say destroy the 
forests and the snows are melted in 
winter thaws and in the early spring 
and Vre carried off in flood waters; 
the continuous supply for our springs 
and streams is gone. The necessary

for days furnished the only available 
information and afforded invaluable 
aid in controlling it It is estimated 
that 95 per cent, of forest fres origin¬ 
ate from human agencies and the 
daily flights of the planes is a con¬ 
tinual reminder to campers and others 
of the fire menace.,and the moral ef¬ 
fect is no doubt very great especially 
as all camps and their movements are 
under daily observation. Any fire ob¬ 
served is immediately reported by 
wireless telegraph or radiophone by 
the plane to the wireless station at 
the Aerodrome which is in direct com¬ 
munication by phone with all forest 
rangers. This year the planes are be¬ 
ing, equipped with radiophone thus 
eliminating the necessity of carrying 
a wireless operator in addition to the 
pilot. In this way the expense of the 
patrol is greatly lessened. Also it is 


servoir which they afford. This is a 
fact which has been proven by bitter 
experience in other countries where 
formerly rich fertile plains supporting 
a dense population have become arid 
wastes by the denuding of the protect¬ 
ing mountain slopes of their forests. 

If proof is required of these facts 
it is easily available by a delightful 
trip in the late summer or early fall 
to the sources of any of our rivers. 
Let one follow the small water courses 
leading back from the main river. 
These water courses lead back for 
miles generally widening out into 
great valleys or basins at the feet of 
the main mountain ridges. Bven in 
th* late fall following an uusually dry 
season such as 1921 many of these 
water courses will be found emptying 
splendid streams into the main river— 
a flow which continues steadily and 
evenly throughout the driest of sea¬ 
sons. Others in many cases showing 
much greater capacity and evidence of 
torrential flows at times are perfectly 
dry or merely emptying tiny rivulets. 
Follow the flowing stream back and it 
will inevitably lead you to a valley 
and mountain sides covered with dense

what a desolate difference:—before 
proceeding for your way is impeded 
by the tangle of dead fall—instead of 
the virgin forest in all its beauty and 
grandeur you are confronted with 
nothing but the charred ruins—evi¬ 
dence, indeed proof, that at perhaps a 
not far distant date, this valley had 
^fflame dense forest growth as the 
other. Among these charred remains 
there are no springs and streams, 
there is no morass and quagmire, the 
limited soil which covered the rocks 
is rapidly being carried away; the re¬ 
servoir has been destroyed, such val¬ 
leys have cedsed to be feeders of the 
springs, streams and rivers so essen¬ 
tial to life on the prairies/_ 

It is estimated that already one- 
third of the total forest area of south¬ 
ern Alberta has been destroyed. Re- 
forestration on such areas is extreme¬ 
ly slow and the quantities of dead dry 
wood afford an additional fire menace. 
When such areas have been twice 
burned it is conceded that the possibil¬ 
ity of reforestration is forever pre¬ 
cluded. The waters produced from 
rainfall or melting snows are carried 
off with a rush and the light cover¬ 
ing of soil, deprived of the protecting 
tr»s growth, it rapidly washed away

A return to Mr. Milnes shows that 
the total assessable lands in the pro¬ 
vince is 3^,206,748.81 acres, of which 
the equalized value for assessment 
purposes is $602,256,069.71, an aver¬ 
age per acre of $15.49. The supple¬ 
mentary revenue tax on tlje total 
acreage of farm and ranch lands was 
31*204,512.14. The revenue on leased 
lands is not yet available. The sanie 
return shows that in 1921 there^Was 
voted $350,000 for main highways 
maintenance and $116,842.83/ was 
spent; for main highway construction 
there was voted $ 1 , 000,000 and $626,- 
940.85 was spent; for local and dis¬ 
trict road maintenance there was 
voted $300,000, and there was spent 
$653,364.23. 

The question of securing the federal 
grant for highways is still under re¬ 
view by the government. In order to 
get as early a start as possible on the 
roadwork, the road engineers have 
now returned to their various districts 
and are making preparations for the 
summer's work. 

It is the purpose of the government 
to encourage market roads, thus ex¬ 
tending the facilities of the farmers 
in marketing their produce.

Unit 
prices in the contract were exceeded 
by from 6 to 67 per cent. The loss 
on the contract was thus estimated at 
$648,000. It was stated also that the 
At. & G.W., lost $70,000 in revenue by 
providing the Northern Construction 
Co., with free transportation over its 
lines and also lost $73,000 by provid¬ 
ing the contracting company with free 
transportation over foreign railways, 
foe-materials, et<*. 

,dn response to Mr. Milnes, Clares— 
holm—Total salaries paid last year, 
$3,353,610.56, the total bonus paid 
was $193,665.25, with $35,605.03 in the 
phone department, including wages 
and overtime in the phone depart¬ 
ment. 

In response to Hon. C. R. Mitchell— 
A total of $31,203.56 has been paid 
out on the special audit being conduct¬ 
ed for the government. The princi¬ 
pals of the auditing firms doing the 
work are paid $35 a day, the seniors 
$21 a day and others $14 a day. 

In response to Hon. Mr. Mitchell— 
Agricultural agents in 1920 totalled 4 
and in 1921 there were five. Total 
salaries paid in 1920 to these was 
$6,321.17 with expenses totalling $2,- 
135.11, and salaries in 1921 totalled 
$8,888.41 with $2,774.32 expenses. 

In response to Mr. Milnes—Egihty- 
six per cent of the student body of the 
University are Alberta residents, and 
162 Alberta bom. There are 32 pro¬ 
fessors, including deans employed, 14 
assistant professors, 11 associate pro¬ 
fessors, 28 lecturers, 5 instructors, 4 
with part time, 26 demonstrators part 
time; there are 13 employes in the 
extension department. 

In response to Mr. McKeen, Lac Ste. 
Anne—The gasoline boat “Moberly” 
purchased in July 1921, for services 
on the Clearwater river from end of 
A. & G.W., to McMurray cost the 
government $4,107.45; the operation

Announcement has been made that 
two of the schools of agriculture, 
Youngstown and Gleichen, the two 
latest to be established, will be closed 
temporarily, owing to the small atten¬ 
dance at these schools. It is also an¬ 
nounced that the department of agri¬ 
culture will reduce two or three of the 
demonstration farms to experimental 
plots, the larger portion of these 
farms having been sold. Steps have 
already been taken to dispose of some 
of the demonstration farm at Stoney 
Plain. The department, however, will 
put these farms in crop this year. 
The reduction of these farms to-^Xper- 
imental plots is in line with the gen¬ 
eral policy of appointing agricultural 
district agents, at, each place where 
a demonstration farm is located. The 
superintendent will be continued, but 
in the capacity of agricultural agent, 
who will visit the farmers in the dis¬ 
trict, and will help them to solve 
their own peculiar problems right at 
home. In addition sufficient ground 
will be retained at the demonstration 
farms to carry on certain experimen¬ 
tal work. More district agents will be 
appointed at different points' in the 
province. Attendance at the agricul¬ 
tural schools, each of which have a 
capacity of 150 students, was as fol¬ 
lows for the year 1921: Olds 114, Ray¬ 
mond 56, Claresholm 49, Vermilion 45, 
Youngstown 41, and Gleichen 32. 

The new government farm just 
north of Edmonton which will be in 
connection with the new home for 
mental defectives, is to be under 
cultivation this year. Of the 1000 
acreas included in the farm 400 will 
be cultivated this year. The Holstein 
herd at the Stoney Plain farm will be 
moved to this farm, and later the 
poultry demonstration plant, so that 
when the new home for mental defec¬ 
tives is completed, there will be a 
ready supply of the best milk and 
eggs, two of the chief articles of diet 
for patients in such a home. Work 
on the new home is to start this year. 

Members of the equalization assess¬ 
ment board of the province have taken 
up headquarters in the provincial par¬ 
liament buildings, and are engaged 
now in planning a program of meet¬ 
ings at which they will hear appeals 
from the equalized assessments of the 
rural distrets, towns and villages 
throughout the province. This equa¬ 
lization was completed and the report 
issued last year. Already a consider¬ 
able number of appeals have been 
received, chiefly from southern Alber¬ 
ta. These are now being gb^e over 
by Messrs. Jackman and Donations, the 
two members of the board who will do 
the investigating and who will hold 
sessions at various points to hear the 
appeals. The other members of the 
board who assisted in the equalization 
of-- assessments were J. H. Lamb, 
deputy minister of municipalities who 
was chairman, Sam Ferris of Edmon¬ 
ton, and W. D. Spence, who is now 
tax commissioner of the province, and 
will likely not act any further on the 
board. 

The office of the recorder of 
brands for the province is being re¬ 
moved from Medicine Hat to Edmon¬ 
ton and will be located in the old 
legislative buildings near the capitol 
buildings. James Wilson, the brand 
recorder, will make arrangements 
shortly to move his staff. This office 
has been located in Medicine Hat 
since the early ranching days, but 
with the increase in the livestock in¬ 
dustry in the northern part of the 
province it has been found advisable 
to centralize the office. 

Work on the land was started last 
week in several localities of the pro¬ 
vince, and in some places some seed 
was put in, but the heavy snowstorm 
of last week put a temporary stop to 
operations. The wet snow, which fell 
very heavily in the south, and also to 
a certain extent in the north, has ad¬ 
ded much needed moisture to the soil. 

Returns asked for during the latter 
part of the legislature are now being 
completed and compiled for printing 
in the journals of the house. Answers 
to questions of members returned 
during the last week of the session in¬ 
cluded the following: 

In response to R. C. Marshall. Cal¬ 
gary—Hail insurance notes guar¬ 
anteed in 1921 totalled $1,700,000. Of 
this $150,000 in notes remained unused 
and $500,000, was paid off leaving 
liability of $ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

In response to Mr. Claypool, Dids- 
bury—The A. A GW., paid the North¬ 
ern Construction Co., $1,740,447.82 for 
to be 73 per cent higher than similar
